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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Office Action of April 19, 2006 has been carefully reviewed and these remarks are 
responsive thereto. Claims 52-58 are pending. Claims 1-51 have been cancelled. Claim 52 has 
been amended. Claims 12-15 and 52-53 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Morris in view of U.S. Publication No. 2003/0079038 to Robins et al. 
(Robins). Reconsideration and allowance of the instant application are respectfully requested. 

Examiner Interview 

A telephonic interview with the Examiner was conducted on May 7, 2007. Applicants' 
representatives would like to express their appreciation for the time taken by the Examiner to 
discuss this case. In particular, features of amended claim 52, as well as the features of the 
newly added claims 54-58 were discussed. It was agreed that further searching and 
consideration would be required before the Examiner would be able to provide a definitive 
statement regarding the allowability of the amended and newly added claims. 

Amendments to the Claims 

Claim 52 has been amended to recite the feature "a listmaker application programming 
interface for modifying properties of a browser software component" and support for this feature 
is at least found in the specification as filed on page30, U 76, thus no new matter was added. 

New claim 54 recites the feature "wherein the playlist application programming interface 
component is configured to provide a copy mode property. . ." and support is at least found in the 
specification as filed, pg. 26, \ 67, thus no new matter was added. 

New claim 55 recites the feature "wherein the playlist application programming interface 
component is configured to activate a gauge display in a status bar" and support is at least found 
in the specification as filed, start on pg. 28, \ 73, thus no new matter was added. 

New claim 56 recites the feature "wherein the gauge display is configured to be a three- 
dimensional pie chart" and support is at least found in the specification as filed, pg. 29, ]f 74, thus 
no new matter was added. 

New claim 57 recites the feature "wherein the playlist application programming interface 
component is configured to provide an event message to additional software components when 
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the contents of the collection are changed" and support is at least found in the specification as 
filed, pg. 29, T[ 75, thus no new matter was added. 

New claim 58 recites the feature "wherein the listmaker application programming 
interface includes a property selected from the list consisting of an identity of a browser 
component and an identify of a basket control" and support is at least found in the specification 
as filed, pg. 30, T[ 76, thus no new matter was added. 

Cancelled Claims 

Claims 1-20 and 49-51 are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer and Applicant 
reserves the right to file similar claims in a continuation application. In view of the cancellation 
of the claimsl-20 and 49-5 1, their rejection is moot. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 - Morris and Robbin 

Claims 52-53 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) in view of Morris and Robbin. 

Claim 52 has been amended to recites the feature of "a listmaker application 
programming interface for modifying properties of a browser software component." Applicants 
have not located any disclosure relating to this feature in the references of record, thus claim 52 
is believed to be patentable over the references of record. 

Claims 53-58 depend from claim 52 and are patentable over the references of record for 
at least the reasons that claim 52 is patentable and for the additional features recited therein.
